Tigers Go Unbeaten In 18 Season Games 


32 N&W Freight Cars Derail Sunday Under Route 367 Bridge 


The 1974-75 Tigers of Coach John 
I^awhom became the first basketball 
team in Circleville High School’s rich 
history to whirl through regular cage 
season without a loss when they ap­ 
plied the capper Saturday in an 83-52 
devastation of I/)gan Elm. 
It was the 18th straight victory for 
Circleville, 
winners 
of the 
South 
Central Ohio league crown and Ohio’s 
top-ranked Class AA cage unit ac­ 
cording to the Associated Press. 
A record number of fans from both 
Pickaway County schools filled Cir­ 
cleville^ Mill St. gymnasium (school 
officials installed extra bleacher seats 
behind the north basket) and watched 
in awe as the Tigers broke open an 
otherwise close game by outscoring 
the Braves 32-4 in a nine and a half 
minute stretch of the first and second 
periods. 
“We played about as well in the first 
half as we have all season,” said an 
elated and dazed Coach I^awhom after 
the game. It was his 79th win since he 
took over the Tiger reigns six years 
ago. 
“ It’s the dream of every coach, 
player, and fan to have an undefeated 
season,’’ he said,” and the kids worked 
so hard for it.” 
That was no understatement. 
Both team s traded four baskets in 
the opening minutes of the game, with 
I JS’s Scott Pontius tieing the tilt 8-8 on 
a com er jumper with 4:07 remaining 
in the first period. 
But the Tigers, to the delight of the 
scream ing C ircleville fans, took 
complete control from that point. It 
appeared that the Circleville offense 
were its defense, at the expense of 
Ix)gan Elm, for supremacy. 
The offense, scoring on rebounds, 
fast-break steals, and bank shots 
clicked for 14 points while the man-to- 
man defense turned back all Brave 
scoring attem pts to give Circleville a 


22-8 lead at the quarter buzzer. 
Harold “Willis” Reed led the Tigers 
in that first period with eight points. 
Perry Hoskins, Biff Bumgarner, and 
George Moore had four each. 
Mike McCoy opened the second 
period with a lead-pass layup, and 
George Moore struck for six straight 
points before Matt Martin dropped in a 
shot from the top of the key for I/)gan 
Elm, whose last score had come six 
and half minutes earlier. 
And Circleville reeled off six more 
points, a corner shot by Reed, and a 
Hoskins drive and two free throws, 
before Scott Pontius found the range 
on a long bomb with 3:15 remaining in 
the half to make the score 36-12. 
The Tigers continued the barrage to 
hold a 29-point, 46-17, advantage at the 
half. 
Moore, and Hoskins, fired in eight 
points in the second period, and Reed 
had two. 
Circleville shot 61 per cent in the 
first half, hitting 19 of 31 shots. The 
Braves, led by Pontius with eight 
points, found the range on eight of 26 
attem pts for 30 per cent. 
The third period was the most 
productive for both teams as Cir­ 
cleville struck for 23 points and IJS 
scored 22 to make score 69-39 at the 
buzzer.

Bumgarner with five, and Hoskins 
with four. Jeff Reichelderfer and Steve 
Rawlins had eight each for Ixigan Elm. 
Hitting long-range shots, I/)gan Elm 
cut the lead to 25 at one point in the 
final period. But it was not enough as 
Coach I ^w hom began pulling his 
regulars with about four minutes left 
in the game. 
Key to the Tiger win, following the 
season-long pattern, was domination 
of the key area and on both ends,

Democrats Study 
Rhodes Program

leaders 
in 
Ohio’s 
legislature begin taking a close look 
today at Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes’ 
massive new proposals, including two 
bond issues totaling $4.1 billion, to 
make Ohio “depression proof.” 
Although they said they know 
generally what they contain, House 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New 
Boston, said the legislature must be a 
“forum" to educate the 
p u b lic- 
provided they clear both houses and 
get on the June 3 primary ballot. 
Rhodes promised to deliver “the 
form al constitutional language” , 
detailing his statewide spending plans 
and the two tax increases Ohioans will 
pay over the next 30 years, if they con­ 
sent at the polls, Riffe said. 
The package is mainly “bricks and 
m o r ta r ” —h ig h w ay s, 
a irp o r ts , 
housing, health centers, sports arenas, 
and others—all of which Rhodes said 
could put as many as 100,000 idle 
construction workers on the job by late 
summer. 
The legislature has only until March 
5 to act on the four proposed con­ 
stitutional amendments, a deadline 
imposed by statute. Riffe said the 
issues will be resolved “one way or the 
other” by that time. 
Rhodes is proposing a 9-10ths of a 
cent increase in the sevencents a- 
gallon gasoline tax, and a 7-10ths cent 
hike in the four per cent sales tax, to 
retire a $2.5 billion bond issue for 
statewide improvements, and a $1.6 
billion issue for various types of 
transportation—“everything but the 
horse and buggy,” as Rhodes put it. 
M eanw hile, m ajority D em ocrats 
still pondered the fate of a $91.3 million 
supplemental school appropriations 
bill, still in Rhodes’ hands with his 10- 


day statutory deadline for action

Aides 
said 
the 
governor has until Wednesday to act 
on the measure Democrats approved 
over basic Rhodes’ objections. 
Rhodes can sign or veto it, or let it 
become law without his signature. He 
was reported on the verge of vetoing it 
by aides, but they stressed that to their 
knowledge, he still is undecided. 
Otherwise, committees of the Senate 
and House plan hearings on various 
other legislation this week. The 
lawmakers return for regular sessions 
Tuesday after a 12-day recess during 
which skeleton sessions of the House, 
to permit bill introductions, was the 
only activity. 
Among Senate hearings will be 
those on bills prohibiting state and 
local agencies from conducting their 
business 
in 
closed 
m eetings, 
establishing collective bargaining 
procedures for public employes, and 
exem pting em ployers 
of 
casual 
household help from having to 
purchase 
workmen’s compensation 
insurance under certain conditions. 
Across the Statehouse, the House 
Econom ic 
A ffairs 
and 
F ederal 
Relations Committee will consider a 
bill establishing an Ohio Rapid Transit 
Authority to operate commuter trains 
between m ajor Ohio cities—as en­ 
visioned in one of the governor’s bond 
issue proposals. 
The House Judiciary Committee on 
Wednesday will begin hearings on a 
m ajor bill to revise Ohio’s adoption 
laws, while the Insurance, Utilities, 
and Financial Institutions Committee 
resumes consideration of a bill that 
establishes a special committee to 
evaluate the operations and ef­ 
fectiveness of Ohio’s Public Utilities 
Commission.

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Big Labor Plans Push 
For Higher Base W age 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - The 
AFIv-CIO plans to use its legislative 
muscle to pressure Congress for a new 
increase in the minimum wage to help 
the lowest-paid workers cope with 
inflation. 


Although it is less than a year since 
C ongress raised the pay 
floor, 
organized labor will argue that a 
bigger increase is needed to help 
workers make up last year’s 5.4 per 
cent loss of purchasing power to in­ 
flation. 


Under new amendments signed into 
law last May, the minimum wage went 
to $2.10 for most workers on Jan. I 
1975, and will increase further in steps 
to $2.30 by Jan. I, 1977. 


Consumer prices rose an average of 
ll per cent last year and, according to 
the Ford administration, are expected 
to increase by about the same rate this 
year. 
A push for a new hike in the 
minimum wage is expected to become

a key part of labor’s broad economic 
program for which the AFl.rCIO is 
seeking Congressional support. 
This week’s meeting of the 35-man 
AFIi-CIO executive council, beginning 
today, will serve as a follow-up session 
on proposals adopted last month by the 
labor federation’s general board in 
Washington. 
The council meets in the plush 
surroundings of Miami Beach every 


February, and this year is no different, 
despite the recession that has forced 
the layoffs of thousands of union 
members. 
Tile general board, composed of the 
presidents of all 110 AFI/-CIO unions, 
called for immediate Congressional 
action “to put America back to work” 
by enacting tax cuts geared to low and 
middle income workers. The board 
also requested more public service 


jobs, subsidized new home con­ 
struction and reduced interest rates. 
lin g e r range goals were left for the 
executive council, which is expected to 
reaffirm the general board’s program 
and also focus on demands for new 
trade legislation to protect American 
jobs by restricting imports. A new 
push for a national health insurance 
program to provide health care for 
everyone also is expected. 
Federal Pensions Bite Taxpayers

While 
government budget deficits mount, a 
pension formula is starting to cost 
taxpayers billions of dollars in excess 
federal employe retirement checks. 
Pensions for nearly two million 
retired civilian and military personnel 
are supposed to keep pace with the 
rising cost of living. 
But an ingredient added to the ad­ 
justment formula five years ago is 
pushing pensions increasingly ahead 
of the cost of living in an escalating 
pattern that could easily cost the 
government $100 billion by 1990. 
The effect of the formula 
has 
received virtually no public notice 
until now and was never projected by 
the 
House 
subcom m ittee 
which 
spearheaded the change in late 1969. 
But extensive calculations by The 
Associated Press show the degree to 


which federal retirees will have their 
pensions increased more than the 
inflation rate in years ahead. 
The higher the rate of inflation, the 
farther ahead retirement checks will 
go. Even if inflation slackens to a low 
rate such as 3 per cent a year, pensions 
will climb faster than living costs. 
For an employe who retired in 
Jan u ary 
1973 
at 
the 
average 
retirem ent age of 57 and lives an ex­ 
pectable 18 years, the intended bonus 
would be more than $27,500 if inflation 
proceeded at a moderate rate of about 
6 per cent a year. 
The law was altered in 1969 because 
of complaints that pensioners were 
losing money due to the time lag 
between increases in the cost of living 
and the time those increases brought 
adjustment in monthly 
retirement 
checks. 


Congress voted that 
instead 
of 
making each adjustment equal to the 
rise in living costs since the last ad­ 
justment, an extra I per cent of the 
previous month’s pension would be 
tacked on to compensate for the time- 
lag loss. Pension adjustm ents over the 
past couple of years have been made 
about twice a year. 
The General Accounting Office had 
warned of a possible spiral effect, but 
no one worked out detailed projections 
of the I per cent bonus. 
Ralph J. Devlin, top staff assistant 
on the 
House Civil 
Service sub­ 
com m ittee 
which 
initiated 
the 
legislation, said “the assumption was 
that it would be a catchup and nothing 
m ore.” 
Transcripts of hearings held at the 
time bear this out.

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Ford Opens 
New Campaign 
For Proposals Likely To Rise, 
Postage Rates 
Deaths And Funerals 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford, after a recent barnstorming 
stint around the country, is launching a 
face-to-face campaign for his energy 
and economic program s among 
members of the House and Senate. 
He has invited the Senate Re­ 
publican steeling committee to dinner 
at the White House tonight and is 
planning breakfasts, dinners and 
receptions 
every 
day 
through 
Thursday for other legislators from 
both parties. 
The Senate this week may take final 
action on the Housebacked delay in 
Ford’s oil tariff hike while the House 
Ways and Means Committee is taking 
final action on a Democrat-sponsored 
tax cut plan that may reach the House 
floor next week. 
The President was on the road 
during the past two weeks, travelling 
to Georgia. Texas, Kansas and New 
York to make speeches, meet with 
some two dozen governors and hold 
news conferences as part of his effort 
to drum up public support for his 
programs. 
Ford’s programs were criticized 
anew Sunday by Senate Democratic 
Whip Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia 
and Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn. 
Byrd, appearing on CBS’s “Face the 
N ation,” 
said 
the 
President’s 
proposals 
would 
“ agggravate 
recession, increase unemployment 
and have a serious effect on inflation.” 
Byrd said the Democrats in the 
Senate will go along with Ford on tax 
cuts and rebates but will reject the 
President’s energy programs which he 
said "would increase inflation, re­ 
cession and unemployment.” 
Humphrey, speaking on NBC’s 
“Meet the 
Press,” asserted that 
Ford’s programs would “lead this 
country into further recession, in­ 
creased inflation and 
... 
more 
unemployment.” 
Humphrey also criticized the 
Federal Reserve Board for restricting 
the growth of the money supply, and he 
threatened congressional action to 
force the Fed to ease up on the avail­ 
ability of credit. 


Park Plans 
Disclosed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Natural 
Resources Director Robert W. Teater 
outlined outdoor recreation and water 
management programs today that are 
contained in the $2.56 billion bond issue 
package proposed by the governor to 
aid cities and improve state facilities. 
Among the capital improvements 
proposed are three new lodges and an 
addition to a lodge at a state park 
costing $26 million; 15 boating areas 
and 1,200 boat slips, $12.35 million, and 
16,000 acres of land acquisition, $15.85 
million. 
“Of immediate major concern are 
projects which will provide water for 
developing energy sources, for in­ 
dustrial expansion, for small commu­ 
nities and rural water systems and for 
fishing and recreation,” Teater said at 
a news conference. 
“ We are also concerned with 
pollution abatement and water quality, 
and with safe drinking water sup­ 
plies.” 
Under the plan, municipal, rural and 
industrial water supplies would 
receive $18 million while drinking 
water system improvements would be 
earmarked for $10 million. The funds 
would be matched by the federal 
government. 
The new lodges would be built at 
Deer Creek State Park in Pickaway 
and Fayette counties; East Fork State 
Park. Clermont County; and West 
Branch State Park, Portage County. 
Teater said the state would ap­ 
propriate $10 million for the Cuyahoga 
Valley National Recreation Area in 
northeastern Ohio if the bond issue is 
approved. 
The park, approved by President 
Ford Dec. 28, 1974, encompasses 
several metropolitan parks, 
scout 
scamps, ski areas, and the summer 
home of the Cleveland Symphony. It is 
expected to preserv e a recreation area 
from industrial encroachment.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Postal rates 
will go up by the end of the year and it 
will cost 12 or 13 cents to mail a first- 
class letter that now carries a 10-cent 
stamp, says Postmaster Gen. Ben­ 
jamin F. Hadar. 
"We are experiencing some very 
substantial cost increases. We are 
presently operating at a deficit,’’ 
Bailar said Sunday on ABC’s issues 
and Answers.” 
“We are continuing to have ex­ 
perience with the same inflation that is 
plaguing the rest of the country and we 
have labor negotiations coming up this 
summer," he said. 
Another postal service spokesman 
later said the deficit is ‘in excess of 
$800 million this year.” He said that 
the total government subsidy for the 
postal service for fiscal 1974 was $1.7 
billion. 
“ Relatively speaking, we are 
becoming less dependent on public 
subsidies,” said the spokesman. He 
explained that during the 12 years 
prior to postal reorganization in July 
1971, subsidies averaged 17.7 per cent 
of income. In comparison, over the 


past three years, subsidies averaged 
15.4 per cent of income, he said. 
The last first-class postage rate 
increase, from 8 cents to IO cents, took 
effect last March. If the rate for first 
class mail goes to 12 cents, it will have 
doubled since 1968. 
Postal rates are set by a fivemember 
Postal Rate Commission, which passes 
on rates proposed by the postal ser­ 
vice. The postal service can increase 
rates on a temporary basis while the 
commission weighs requests for 
permanently higher rates. 
Bailar 
predicted 
difficult 
ne­ 
gotiations with postal workers, whose 
contract runs out in July, but he said 
he hopes a strike can be avoided. 
Asked if he would recommend 
calling out the National Guard in the 
event of a strike, Bailar replied: “I 
would recommend whatever was 
appropriate to help keep the com­ 
merce in the country on an even keel.” 
He also said that air mail postage 
probably will be eliminated in the near 
future within the United States 
because almost all first-class mail 
moves by air anyway.

Art Theft 
Reported 


MILAN, Italy (AP) — Twenty-eight 
paintings by French and Italian im­ 
pressionists were stolen during the 
night from the modem art gallery of 
Milan’s Municipal Museum, police re­ 
ported today. 
It was Italy’s second major art theft 
this 
month. 
Three 
priceless 
Renaissance paintings by Raphael and 
Piero della Francesca were stolen on 
Feb. 5 from the Ducal Palace in Urbino 
and are still missing. 
Police said the total value of the 
paintings stolen from the Milan 
museum was estimated at $1.5 million. 
They included works by Renoir, 
Cezanne, Gauguin, Van Gogh, Bon­ 
nard, Corot and the Italians Fattori, 
Segantini and Boccioni. 
The thieves entered the museum in 
downtown Milan through a window 
they broke while the watchmen on duty 
were inspecting other galleries. 
“They were extremely fast and 
precise,’’ a police spokesman said. 
“They picked up the best works and 
disappeared without leaving any 
trace, except the broken window.” 
Police speculated that thieves were 
either working en commission for a 
collector or would ransom. 
In the past three years, the number 
of art thefts in Italy has more than 
doubled. In 1974, 10,592 works were 
stolen, 2,500 more than in 1973 and 5,452 
more than in 1972. 
A police spokesman blamed a 
general increase of crime in Italy and 
the more w idespread knowledge of art 
values. 
“The main reason, however, is that 
it is extremely easy to steal art works 
from Italian museums,’’ said the 
superintendent of Milan’s Brera Art 
Gallery.

Toots Shore has officially retired 
from the saloon business. The man 
who set imperishable records for 
barstool time told a room of stunned 
reporters that he will never resume 
the trade he has followed since 1930 
when he moved from Philadelphia to 
New York at the strong request of his 
relatives. His Philadelphia relatives. 
The 
momentous 
abdication 
was 
announced during a press conference 
at the headquarters of New York City’s 
Off-Track Betting Corporation whose 
chairman and president, Paul H. 
Screvane, announced Shor had joined 
OTB as a consultant. 
“Is this just a temporary thing until 
you can open a new joint?" Toots was 
asked. 
“I don’t want any part of the saloon 
business any more," Toots said with 
an unusual show of strength for IO 
o’clock in the morning. "It’s not what 
it used to be when it used to be, when 
we had great athletes hanging around. 
Go to any joint any night now and you 
won’t find two athletes..." 
“They’re in training," a young and 
foolish TV newsman interrupted. 
Toots aged him ten years with one 
look. 
“Saloons didn't hurt Babe Ruth 
none,” he said with great dignity. 
“In your new job, won’t you be 
knocking some of your old bookie 
friends out of work?" somebody asked 
New York’s newest consultant. 
“No," Toots said. 
“They’re all 
dead. I used to have five or six of them 
in my store all the time. But now I 
wouldn’t know where I could place a 
five-dollar bet. They weren’t bad guys; 
never bothered any customer. Just sat 
around talking to themselves and to 
the athletes.” 
It seemed like a proper time for 
toots’ erudite new boss, Mr. Screvane, 
to bring up the question of legalizing 
gambling. He said, in effect, that 
OTB’s 140 betting rooms last year 
funneled $43,000,000 to the city 
government, $17,000,000 to the state, 
$30,000,000 to the tracks. The track 
m anagers 
bitterly 
opposed 
the 
legalization of off-track betting, but 
now would appear to be placated. 
“Thirty million dollars and they didn’t 
have to lift a finger, invest a penny,” 
Paul said. 
But these huge sums are just surface 
scratches, he went on. He estimated 
that illegal, mob-controlled gambling 
is a $50-billion business in the U.S. 
“There is no reason why government 
should not share in it, but there is an 
important reason why it should," he 
said, like a good professor ladling 
knowledge to his class.

$100 Million Tax 
Cut Ruled Out 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - L. 
William Seidman, one of President 
Ford’s chief economic advisors, says a 
$100 billion tax cut would be needed to 
get unemployment below 6 per cent 
this year. * 
Seidman, in a speech to the Ohio 
Newspaper Association, said Ford 
advisors decided that would cause 
more problems than it would solve. 
“The problem was really quite 
simple," Seidman said. “We don’t 
have $100 billion. We would have to 
borrow $100 billion. If we did borrow 
$100 billion, it would cause the interest 
rate to skyrocket." 
Seidman, an accountant and lawyer 
now serving as presidential assistant 
for economic 
affairs, 
said 
the 
president’s proposed $16 billion tax cut 
would help the economy. But he 
cautioned there is no fast cure. 
“There’s no quick, easy way to come 
out of the problem which we’re into," 
he said. “There was no way the 
government had to bring the recession 
to an end quickly and painlessly." 
But he said some economists are 
beginning to see improvement in the 
economy. 
“My hope is that the 8Jz per cent, or 
perhaps a little higher, will be the 
peak, and that unemployment will 
start leveling off by summer and be 
down by the end of the year,” he said in 
a news conference before his speech. 
Seidman said the administration and 
Congress are not too far apart in 
agreeing on an economic strategy, but 
still must reach basic agreement on an 
energy strategy. He said a major 
worry is that the Congress will choose 
to do nothing. 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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“Every’ day that we delay, our 
dependence on foreign oil is 
in­ 
creasing, and every day our payments 
are increasing," he said. “Today, the 
amount we’re paying is equal to about 
25 per cent of all corporate profits in 
this country." 
Seidman said the administration’s 
plan to boost the cost of imported 
petroleum not only would cut usage, 
but by recirculating the revenues 
through the tax cuts, would help boost 
the economy. 
Seidman 
said 
rationing 
and 
allocation were studied, but rejected. 
“The incentive under pricing is 
saving, while the objective under 
rationing is to beat the system," he 
said. 
But he said he doesn’t worry about 
the Congress adopting a rationing 
scheme. 
“Everyone that marched up to that 
has marched back in the last couple of 
weeks," he said. He said the only real 
question is “whether they adopt a 
(pricing) plan, or do nothing.” 
Quake Hits 
Southern Ohio 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )— An 
earthquake reading between one and 
two on the Richter scale was felt in 
southeastern Ohio on Sunday. 
The seismographical observatory at 
John Carroll University reported that 
the tremor occurred at 6:22.51 p.m. 
EST. 
“Preliminary observation of the 
record indicates the shock occurred 
112 miles south of Cleveland,” a 
spokesman said. 
The observatory said the shock 
might have been felt over a wide area 
but that there was no indication the 
quake was severe. 
The owner of a trailer home one mile 
north of Rio Grande reported feeling 
the tremor, and sheriff’s offices in 
Jackson and Gallia counties reported 
receiving calls. 
None of the calls involved damage, 
and no other reports on the tremor 
came from the surrounding area or 
outside the state.

My father just had his voice box 
taken out because of a cancer. They 
say that he will recover and be able to 
speak. Is this possible? 
MissB.H., Maine 
Dear Miss H.: 
It is indeed possible. Many of these 
courageous patients are able to learn 
to make sounds shortly after they 
leave the hospital. 
One of the methods is known as the 
“esophageal speech." By this method, 
patients who have had their voice box 
removed are taught to sqallow air and 
“burp" it out, making sounds that are 
intelligible. 
There are a number of battery- 
operated devices which, when applied 
to the neck, can help the patient talk. 
A new artifical larynx has been 
devised by Dr. George A. Sisson, at the 
Northwestern 
University-McGaw 
Medical Center. 
Dr. Sisson and his colleague, Dr. 
Fred McConnel, believe that their 
surgical procedure may 
make 
it 
possible for the larynegectomee to 
speak well within a few weeks after 


surgery. 


Can a fracture of the jaw be set in the 
same way as any other bone0 
Mr. W B., Calif. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
The bones of the body differ from 
each other by the amount of marrow 
they contain. 
The bones of the thigh have a great 
deal of marrow. The bones of the jaw 
and the skull have less. Despite these 
differences the drugs that are used and 
the technigues for splinting the 
fragments of bone depend on the 
severity and the type of fracture. 
Fractures of the lower jaw are 
treated by a complicated method of 
wiring. The fractured fragments are 
realigned in proper position. A team of 
surgeons, consisting of dentists, ear, 
nose and throat surgeons and plastic 
surgeons, 
makes 
valuable 
con­ 
tributions to the repair of extensive 
fractures of the jaw and face.

is

valuable in attaining both a functional 
and a cosmetic result.

The old trains were living, panting 
things. Some had character; some 
burned tons of coal and gave little in 
return. The best train to inch out of 
Exchange Place, Jersey City, was not 
The Broadway Limited. It was the 
Newspaper Train. 
Foot-and-a-Half had seniority. He 
was short and gray and he walked 
around his engine with a long-spouted 
oil can, studying the huge drivers, the 
brake shoes, stuffing boxes, steam 
boxes. Up in the cab, he ran his hand 
along the throttle bar to find the 
smooth spot. 
That told him where this engine 
would do her best with the least con­ 
sumption of coal. Everyone knew he 
had lost the front part of his right foot 
in an accident, but no one dared ask 
how. Maybe an engine inched forward 
as he stpod between the drivers. 
At 1:55 a.m., he was high in the cab, 
listening for the ferry whistle as the old 
“Chicago" pulled into a slip, laden 
with scores of thousands of copies of 
the Morning World, the New York 
Globe, the Times, the Herald. 
Trucks pulled them up to the track 
level. In the dead of winter, men 
sweated as they heaved the bundles 
into nine baggage cars. This was Foot- 
and-a-Half’s newspaper special: 
it 
made no stops between Jersey City 
and Wilkes Barre, 190 miles. 
Foot-and-a-Half picked my father as 
his fireman. Big John was 20 and 
strong. The fire door was open most of 
the way because the speeding, roaring 
engine kept sucking the center out of 
the fire. His other duty was to jump 
into the left side of the cab, read the 
signal ahead and yell, “Green over 
green!" The engineer repeated the 
words. 
Foot-and-a-Half asked for nothing 
less than perfection. As he passed any 
station, he knew that men in the mail 
cars 
had 
pushed 
bundles 
of 
newspapers near the edge and, 200 feet 
before reaching the station, would kick 
them out in the freezing wind. 
They would fly in slow motion, 
tumbling and turning, and bounce and 
slide and stop in front of the station 
master’s office. That was the trick and 
they seldom failed. 
One night at home a friend of my 
mother was reading cards. “Oh," she 
said, “I see a big accident. No. Almost 
an accident." Big John was dating 
Jenny and he pooh-poohed the cards 
and their ominous message. 
That 
night they 
pulled out of 
Exchange Place slowly, red sparks 
arcing in the sky. At Manhattan 
Transfer, they were going well and got 
a message off an arm. “Watch out for 
special," it read. “Taking you from 
track two to one." 
Foot-and-a-Half read it and blinked 
out into the thundering blackness. He 
slowed the train before the Newark 
Bridge and, as his last car cleared 
track two, an express train sped by 
going the other way on the same track. 


Death was just a lash of wind away. 
In the morning, they learned that 
President Theodore Roosevelt had 
taken a night train out of Washington 
for 
New 
York. 
My 
father 
was 
frightened. He asked to go back to 
perishable fruits. The divisional 
superintendent agreed. 
For years he said in awe: “We came 
this close to killing a President." The 
cards. The damned cards. One night 
the card reader said, “You will lose 
someone you respect before the sun is 
up." 
After midnight, he left his waiting 
train and spoke to Foot-and-a-Half. 
“Ah, Johnny," the old engineer said. 
“You should be with me. We’re the 
class of the road." 
Big John felt 
ashamed. He got on his locomotive and 
fired it up as the engineer spun the 
drivers and sent the fire flying out of 
the chimney. 
At Rahway, N.J., they yanked a 
message off the arm. "South of New 
Brunswick, routing you off track two 
across track three and four to siding. 
Wait for further orders. Trenton." 
At New Brunswick, the track runs 
downhill to Princeton Junction. The 
“ perishables” was speeding and 
rocking as it began its long, long snake 
across the tracks. 
Behind them, at the top of the hill, 
came Foot-and-a-Half. He had an 
orange block signal followed by a red 
over red. He didn’t stop. He didn’t slow 
down. 
The 
newspaper special sliced 
through the freight cars as though it 
was cutting salami. A thousand feet 
farther down, the speeding engine 
tilted and fell. Foot-and-a-Half was 
found at his post, with his hand on the 
throttle. 
“It couldn’t happen to him," my 
father said in his age. “He was the 
best. Damn those cards." . . .

Teddy Jr., 13, who had his leg am ­ 
putated 15 months ago to halt the 
spread of bone cancer, spent the 
weekend skiing with his family and his 
cousin. Joey Gargan. Young Kennedy 
has outrigger, ski-tipped poles to help 
him m aster the slopes. 
Teddy Jr. and Joey laughed, played 
charades, shot spit balls and threw 
whipped cream at each other — and 
little was made of young Kennedy’s 
handicap. 
The tousled, blond eighth grader 
took even the steep, bumpy slopes 


gracefully with only an occasional fall 
and after only 15 days of practice. 
“ I’m enormously proud,” said his 
father.

Brezhnev Sets 
Visit To Britain 


MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet Communist 
party leader U*onid I. Brezhnev will 
visit Britain at the invitation of Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson, authoritative 
sources report. 
The sources said Sunday that no date 
for the visit had been set, but it would 
probably be in the near future. 
Nikita Krushchev was the first and 
only Russian Communist party leader 
to visit Britain. He made the trip from 
Moscow in 1956. 
Brezhnev, who has been out of the 
public view for 51 days, emerged again 
Sunday to open talks with the visiting 
Wilson in Moscow. Officials said the 
reason 
for 
the 
long 
absence 
of 
Brezhnev was he had a cold. 


A government spokesman denied 
that it had given in to the strikers’ 
demands that jailed IRA members be 
given the status of political prisoners.

If classified as political prisoners, 
the men would be entitled to special 
visiting and parole privileges and the 
right to receive food parcels in ad­ 
dition to accomodations separate from 
the run-of-the-mill prisoners. 


seven prisoners in Portlaoise began 
the strike Jan. 2. Other IRA men in the 
prison joined them later in January, 
and recently a number of them had 
been transferred to a military camp 
for hospital treatment, l^ast Thursday 
the government reduced the sentences 
of five the men, including one of the 
original strikers, and released them. 


Patrick Ward, 29, another of the 
original strik e rs who had 
been 
reported near death in a 
Dublin 
hospital with a kidney disorder, broke 
his 45-day fast with a cup of tea and 
proclaimed the outcome

The IRA prisoners are all serving 
term s for membership in the illegal 
guerrilla army plus variety of other 
offenses. Ward, for example, is ser­ 
ving a three-year sentence for posses­ 


sion of arm s, attempted arm ed rob­ 
bery and belonging to the IRA. 
The mainly Roman Catholic IRA has 
been waging a terror campaign in 
Northern Ireland to oust the British 
and unite the province with the Irish 
Republic. But it is also outlawed in the 
Irish R epublic, and the 
Dublin 
government has agreed to cooperate 
with the British government in curbing 
IRA terrorism . 
In Northern Ireland, a 50-pound 
bomb exploded in an empty bar 
operated by a Roman Catholic in 
B elfast, sh atterin g windows and 
slightly wounding a woman passerby. 
Since the IRA Provisional wing began 
a cease-fire last Monday, three per­ 
sons have been killed and about 20 
injured. Most of the violence has been 
blamed on Protestant gunmen trying 
to provoke the IRA into abandoning the 
cease-fire.

Woman's Trip To Grocery 
Ends With Tab Over $600 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - It is a 
bad day for grocery clerks when Mary 
Joe Berding comes to call. 
The last time she led her family of 
six children to market it took 50 
minutes for the grocery clerk to tally 
up her bill which came to over $600. 
That means over 13 feet of grocery 
tape, which told the tale of 54 grocery 
bags and nine grocery’ carts. 
“ They hate to see me come in,” said 
Mrs. Berding. 
Going to the grocery is a big event in 
the Berding family, because Mama 
Berding shops only once every three 
months. 
“ I hate grocery shopping,” Mrs. 
Berding said after a recent trip to the 
market. “ I hate the crowds. I hate the 
fact that you have to go every week 
and all the time it takes. So I just put 
my shopping off until I have to go.” 
Just compiling a shopping list takes 
several days. Mrs. Berding’s last list 
included 15 large size jars of Tang, 26 
boxes of cereal, 15 large boxes of sugar 
and 15 large cans of com. 
“ Somehow we made a mistake and 
ended up with seven large jars of 
mustard,” she admitted. 
Once the shopping spree is over, 


that’s all the grocery shopping the 
family does for the next three months. 
Meat and dairy items don’t count, 
since 
Mrs. 
Berding 
has 
them 
delivered. 
“ The kids know they have to ration 
all the junk they buy because once they 
eat it, it’s gone,” Mrs. Berding said. 
“ When you go to the grocery once a 
week, you’re forever picking up more 
and more junk.” 
Her infrequent trips to the grocery, 
do save money, she said. 
“ When you’re buying for three 
months, you’re eating on last week’s 
prices for the whole time,” she said. 
“ We think that’s quite a saving.” 
Still, it isn’t the money that delays 
her trips to the grocery’ store. It’s the 
thought of making up those long 
grocery lists and the pleasure she gets 
out of having a specially designed 
kitchen which has so much pantry and 
freezer space that it’s 
really 
a 
miniature supermarket. 
Right now, both Mrs. Berding and 
the grocery clerk are happy. The 
pantry is full. Neither Mrs. Berding 
nor the grocery clerk has to start 
worrying again until about Memorial 
Day.

Deadline Near 


Victims of the April 3, 1974 tornado 
disaster in Ohio have until Feb. 28 to 
file applications for grants under the 
Individual & Family Grants Program. 
Included are individuals and families 
in Xenia, Cincinnati, Pickaway County 
and other localities within the 14- 
county area declared a major disaster 
by the President in April 1974. 


Major General James C. Clem, 
Ohio's Adjutant General and Director 
of the Disaster Services Agency, 
stated that the Feb. 28 deadline date 
has been established by the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Administration 
for this state-federal program in the 14 
counties.

“ Suicide by sleeping tablets” was 
the medical verdict when an elderly 
man was found dead in his bathroom. 
But his widow soon showed interest in 
another kind of verdict. She filed a 
lawsuit against the neighborhood 
druggist for damages. 
“ He sold those sleeping tablets to my 
husband without a prescription,” she 
charged in court. “ There, he is legally 
responsible for this tragedy.” 
But the court said that even if the 
druggist 
had 
sold 
the 
tablets 
wrongfully, this would not make him 
liable for her husband’s death. The 
court pointed out that he had no good 
reason to foresee such dire con­ 
sequences. 
Most courts agree that a phar­ 
m acist is not ordinarily to blame if a 
customer uses a drug to commit 
suicide. But it could be a different 
story if there really had been grounds 
for apprehension. For example: 
Another druggist sold a bottle of 
poison to a young woman, even though 
she was in a highly disturbed state. 
Again, suicide ensued. But this time, 
the druggist was ordered to pay 
damages to the victim’s family. 
The court said: 
“ Druggists should be required not 
only to be skillful but also prudent. A 
slight want of care is liable to prove 
fatal.” 
In one unusual case, a business 
executive was notified by the con­ 
troller of the company to resign his 
position at once—and not to ask why. 
The executive was so shaken by this 
letter that, after brooding about it for 
several days, he took his own life. 
In due course his widow tried to 
make the controller pay damages. But 
after a court hearing, her suit was 
dismissed. The court said it was im­ 
possible for anyone to know that such a 
letter “ would cause any particular line 
of conduct.”

CHARIiCSTON. W.Va. (AP) - The 
Senate had a $652 million budget at 
passage stage when it convened at 9 
a.m. today after two weekend sessions. 
Despite anticipated vocal Re­ 
publican opposition to the document, 
which Democrats call a *’bare-bones 
budget” with no new program funding, 
the bill was likely to be passed and sent 
to the House. 
That chamber, which had the 
identical bill at amendment state when 
it met at ll a.m., was expected to 
suspend its rules, pass the Senate 
version, and send the fiscal document 
to the governor. 
The budget bill was 
the 
only 
measure at passage stage in the 
Senate. The House was scheduled to 
have bills on abortion and no-fault auto 
insurance at amendment stage, but 
their consideration depended on their 
placement on the House calendar. 
During its nearly unprecedented 
Sunday session, the Senate rejected 
eight Republican offered amendments 
on partyline votes. Two minor 
amendments to correct typographical 
errors were adopted. 
The combative debate on me 
amendments lasted two hours, during 
which Republicans charged the 
Democratic leadership with “ an 
arrogance of power” in handling the 


document. 
The Senate also passed four minor 
bills, one of which goes to the governor 
and the rest to the House. 
Passage of the budget this week 
would give Democrats the chance to 
override any gubernatorial vetoes of 
budget items before the end of the 60- 
day session. 
As the Sunday session started. Sen. 
Orton Jones, R-Roane, asked whether 
any official action could be taken since 
Sunday is a legal holiday. Senate 
President William T. Brotherton, D- 
Kanawha, ruled Jones out of order. 
At the start of debate on the budget 
amendments, Sen. Carl Gainer, D 
Nicholas, suggested limiting debate on 
each amendment to five minutes. The 
Democrats 
prevailed, 
despite

Millions of Americans who use bank 
credit cards or store charge accounts 
to finance purchases over an extended 
period of time are going to be paying 
more for the privilege because of a 
change in the method of calculating 
interest fees. 
An increasing number of banks and 
TU l re switchin8 t0 something 
mi h it / iav,era«e 
balance" 
method of calculation in an effort to in­ 
crease revenues, encourage earlier 
payments and, in a few cases, simplify 
beekeeping. The added interest can 
range from pennies to dollars, 
depending on how much money is 
involved and when you pay your bill. 
There are no overall statistics on 
who uses what system. 
National 
BankAmericard Inc. says about two- 
thirds of its member banks issuing 
BankAmencards use the average 
daily 
balance 
method 
and 
a 
spokesman said one-third of that 
number have only recently switched 
systems, 
Bank of America, which is the 
nation’s largest commercial bank and 
which represents about 20 per cent of 
BankAmericard’s business, has noti­ 
fied customers it is switching to the 
average daily balance system ef­ 
fective March I. 
The letter to customers explained 
that part of the reason was ‘‘to 
moderately increase our revenues.” 
John Reynolds, president of Inter­ 
bank Card Association, the licensor of 
Master Charge, said a similar per­ 
centage of its member banks use the 
daily balance method. 
The percentage of interest that is 
charged varies from area to area and 
generally depends on state usury laws. 
The banks and stores are not changing 
the percentage of interest; they simply 
are reca’^ulating the amount they 
charge the interest on. 
Basically, there are two major 
methods of computing interest on what 
the banks call revolving charges and 
the department stores call option ac­ 
counts. 
The first is the adjusted balance 
method and here’s how it works: 
* 
Suppose you make a charge pur- 
chase for *200 on Feb. I. The billing 
date for your account is Feb. 2 and you 
are given 25 days to pay the bill with­ 
out incurring any penalty or interest. 
On reb. 24, you pay HOO, leaving a 
balance due of $100. On your March 
bill, you will be charged interest on the 
adjusted balance - the $100. Suppose 
the monthly interest rate is 14 per 
cent. You pay $1.50. 
I he second method is the average 
daily balance system. Here’s how it 
works: 
Suppose you make the same Feb. I 
purchase for $200 and again pay $100 
on b eb. 24. From the Feb. 2 billing date

owed $200. From Feb. 24 until the start 
of the next billing period on March 2 
you owed $100. That’s 22 days at $200 
and six days at $100. 
Multiply 22 by $200 and six by $100

and add them together for a total of 
$5,000. Divide by the total days — 28 — 
for an average daily balance of $178.57. 
Again assuming that the interest rate 
is 14 per cent a month, you would owe 
$2.68 in interest on your March bill. 
That’s 79 per cent more than you would 
owe if interest were calculated on an 
adjusted balance basis. 
With the adjusted balance system, 
the interest charges are determined 
solely by the amount you pay; with the 
average daily balance method, the 
charges also are determined by when 
in the billing period you pay. The 
earlier you pay, the lower your daily 
average balance and the lower your 
interest. And if you pay your bill within 
the first billing period, there is no 
interest charge at all. 
Another thing to keep in mind when 
considering extended payment on 
charge cards is whether purchases are 
added to accounts at the time they are 
made or at the end of the billing period. 
I,et’s use the example above and 
assume you make an additional 
purchase worth $50 on Feb. 15. If the 
sum is added on to your bill at the end 
of the February billing period, you will 
pay no interest on that $50 until the end 
of the March billing period. Your in­ 
terest charge will be either $1.50 or 
$2.68 depending on whether the ad­ 


justed balance or average daily 
system is used. The interest on the 
additional $50 will show up on your 
April bill. 
Suppose, however, the purchase is 
added to the account at the time it is 
made. 
Your balance from the Feb. 2 billing 
date until Feb. 15 when you make the 
additional purchase is $200; from Feb. 
15 until Feb. 24, your balance is $250; 
from Feb. 24, when you make your $100 
payment, until the March 2 billing 
date, is $150. 
That gives you 13 days at $200 or 
$2,600; nine days at $250 or $2,250; and 
six days at $150 or $900. Added together 
they total $5,750. Divide by 28 for an 
they total $5,750. Divide by 28 for 
daily balance of $205.36. At 14 per 
bill is $3.08. That’s more than double 
the interest charge that would accrue 
if the store or bank used the adjusted 
balance system and did not add the 
purchase until the end of the billing 
period. 
A spokesman for BankAmericard, 
which has 29.2 million cardholders in 
the United States, about 12 per cent 
more than a year ago, said 35 per cent 
of all customers pay their bill in full 
within the initial billing period, in­ 
curring no interest charges.

terbank, which has 34.5 million card­ 
holders or IO per cent more than it did 
a year ago, say the average daily 
balance system is a fair one: people 
pay for money depending on how long 
they are using it. 
‘ They’re going to have to pay a little 
more interest,” said Interbank’s 
Reynolds, discussing what effect the 
changing systems would have on con­ 
sumers. “ In the past, they got a 
break.” 
The credit card issuers admit that 
delinquencies — people who don’t pay 
any part of their bill within the 
specified time — have increased, and 
they say that the general economic 
picture will mean stricter standards 
for would-be card holders.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
Benny Parsons was grateful. And if he 
missed anyone in his thanks for'help in 
winning the Daytona 500, it probably 
was because he was so choked with 
emotion. 
‘‘The Lord had to be favoring me,” 
said the 33-year-old former Detroit 
taxi driver, fighting back tears of joy. 
David Pearson, one of the giants of 
auto racing and winner of more than 
$1.5 million in prize money but never of 
the Daytona 500, apparently had it all 
wrapped up when his Mercury climbed 
the back of Cale Yarborough’s 
Chevrolet and spun off into the grass 
six miles from the finish. 
‘‘Richard Petty was the answer to 
my prayers,” Parsons said. 
After the last of three caution flag 
periods ended with 67 miles to go, 
Parsons picked up a two-car draft with 
Petty — increasing his speed and 
steadily closing in on Pearson. 
‘‘Sure, I helped him,” said Petty, a 
five-time winner of this race but 
plagued by an overheating Dodge that 
required extra pit stops. ‘‘I would have 
done the same for anyone.” 
Parsons thanked the 110,000-record 
crowd that wildly cheered him on after 
Pearson spun, and the crews of most 
other cars that joined in applause for 
the likable Chevrolet driver who had 
hard luck all through 1974 and almost 
quit the stock car circuit. 
‘‘When your fellow competitors 
cheer for you, ifs not a bad feeling,” 
Parsons said. 
Parsons led only four laps of the 200 
times around the high-banked 2.5- 
mile Daytona International Speedway. 
The payoff of $41,405 was his biggest in 
racing since leaving his father’s 
Detroit taxi business in 1970 and 
becoming a full-time racer. 
Bobby Allison, who said his Matador 
just didn’t reach its speed potential, 
finished one lap back for second money 
of $26,700.

Congress Readies 
Oil Tariff Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
may 
take 
final 
action 
to 
block 
President Ford’s oil price hike this 
week, but prospects of overriding his 
promised veto are in doubt. 
The House, which already has voted 
to block the increase, this week acts on 
more money for the Penn Central 
railroad and creation of a select in­ 
telligence committee. 
Both the House and Senate start the 
week today with traditional readings 
of George Washington’s farewell 
address.

But by introducing the I per cent 
factor, Congress cranked into the 
retirement formula a permanent in­ 
crease to make up for a one-time loss 
of money. 
Each time the formula is increased, 
an extra I per cent is tacked on with a 
financial effect akin to the payment of 
compound interest. 
The bonus does indeed compensate 
for the time lag loss, but also does far 
more. After two to three years on the 
pension roll, a retiree no longer has an 
actual time-lag loss because the bonus 
factor has pushed his pension well 
beyond what is needed to keep pace 
with inflation.

This is the 
largest annual contribution in the 58- 
year history of the company’s aid-to- 
education program. 
Most of the grants are to support 
teaching and research programs in the 
fields of science and engineering. The 
1975 program also includes grants 
totaling more than $750,000 for 
educational programs for minorities 
and for women. 
Grants to departments of chemical 
and mechanical engineering have 
increased to 130 and 150 per cent, 
respectively of 1973 levels. Major 
reaons for the increase are low level of 
enrollments and the growing im­ 
portance of engineering disciplines. 
Major categories of the 
1975 
program are: 
$1,909,000 
in 
departmental 
discretionary grants to support 
science and engineering research and 
teaching in colleges and unviersities; 
$714,000 for experimental programs 
and miscellaneous grants; 
$377,000 for young faculty grants and 
DuPont fellowships. 
A total of $1,449,000 to university 
science and engineering departments 
to support research and teaching is the 
main component in the unresticted 
category. Other discretionary grants 
include $232,500 for science and 
engineering 
education 
at 
22 
predominantly black institutions and 
$227,500 to aid science education at 35 
liberal arts colleges, including six 
women’s colleges. 
Educational opportunity grants of 
$404,000 are the largest segment of the 
experimental program category. 
These are for special projects 
primarily aimed at increasing the 
supply of engineers from minority 
groups. The Delaware Program for 
Minority Engineers, for example, is a 
cooperative effort among public 
schools, the state’s colleges and the 
University of Delaware to identify 
promising students and to provide the 
motivation leading to an engineering 
degree. 
Also in the experimental program 
group is a $105,000 grant set aside to 
support secondary school science 
programs. Del Mod, a program 
designed to improve the teaching of 
science in secondary schools in 
Delaware, will receive $75,000 of this 
amount. Principal financial support 
for Del Mod is from the National 
Science Foundation, which recently 
urged that methods be developed to 
incorporate Del Mod’s successful 
features into a regularly state-funded 
program.

You may have noticed a bar symbol similar to the 
one above on the label of more and more grocery 
products recently and have wondered why it’s 
there. 


This is called a UPC- symbol...which stands for 
Universal Product ( ode. It is a new nationwide 
identification system for grocery manufacturers 
and products, readable by the human eye and - in 
the computer age - by an optical scanner. The first 
five digits identify the company that makes the 
product (“ The Kroger Co.” becomes ‘“111 IO” ) 
and the second five digits identify the item (for 
example. “ 80396” above says “ 40 oz. size, Kroger 
Brand Pork and Beans” ). 


The use of a unique identifying number from 
manufacturer to store shelf will benefit shoppers 


by assisting warehouse and store personnel to 
verify shipments and to handle products faster 
and more accurately...to help avoid out-of-stock 
conditions. It also will help with billing and with 
inventory control. 


The UPC also will be used with electronic check- 
stand systems 
A scanner “ reads” the item iden­ 
tification on the symbol, a computer provides the 
correct price...and it is rung up automatically - 
and the price and name of the item printed on the 
tape - all as quickly as a cashier can pass the item 
over the scanner slot. 


The DPC is a preparation for the future. By pro­ 
viding accurate, complete identification of grocery 
products, it will help the food industry serve 
supermarket shoppers better
